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CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT 


One of the major challenges facing Ministers under our system of government is the need 
to master the complexities of a new portfolio from time to time. This challenge has been par- 
ticularly noticeable in the case of the trade portfolio which has had five incumbents within the 
last five years. Mr. Regan is to be commended for the speed with which he has become familiar 
with the major trade issues, and the diligence and enthusiasm with which he has actively promoted 
the interests of Canadian exporters in this country and overseas. 


During the second year of operation of the Board, member have worked well together. 
I believe that the recommendations made, covering a variety of issues, reflect the growing level 
of expertise within the group as, collectively, we have been exposed to many complex questions. 


As planned from the outset, membership is on a rotating basis with approximately one third 
of the group stepping down each year. In this way the majority will always be made up of ex- 
perienced members, while the rotation prevents membership from becoming too great a burden 
on people who all have many competing demands on their time. Members retiring this year are 
Richard Cashin, Paul Gérin-Lajoie, Andrew McCain, Jack Munro and Robert Rogers. All have 
made substantial contributions during their tenure, and their presence will be missed at future 
meetings. I am sure that they will continue to be fully occupied with trade-related matters. 
John Bragg is to be congratulated on his recent appointment to the board of the Export Develop- 
ment Corporation, and Bob Roger’s appointment as Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia. 


New members of the Board, representing a valuable addition of geographic and sectoral 
expertise, include Basil Blades, Marcel Desjardins, Nigel Hill and Neil Reimer. 


A part of the first year of operation of the Board was taken up by organizational matters 
and the development of a modus operandi that best suited the majority of members. During the 
second year of operation more time has been available to devote to issues, and this report describes 
the major topics dealt with by the Board. I believe that the Board has operated effectively and 
its accomplishments have been significant. Nevertheless, it is to be expected that the Board will 
pass through an evolutionary phase during its initial years, and attention will be focused during 
the coming year on possible alterations to structure and method of operation designed to further 
improve its effectiveness.

Now that the world economy is showing definite signs of recovery from recession, there 
will be increasing opportunities for export business. There will also be intense competition, as 
essentially all industries in all countries now possess spare production capacity which they are anx- 
ious to utilize. Canadian exporters will need to be lean and efficient, and co-ordinated efforts 
will be required by companies and the federal and provincial governments to take advantage of 
upcoming opportunities. For their part, the members of the Export Trade Development Board 
remain dedicated to doing everything possible to help increase Canadian exports. 
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CANADA’S EXPORT PERFORMANCE 


1982 was a poor year for world trade. Its value shrank by 2% in 1982, after several years 
of very rapid growth, as a result of the recession which affected all major economies. During this 
difficult period Canadian exporters managed to increase their sales by 0.9%, a commendable achieve- 
ment under the circumstances, although modest compared to the 17% average annual increase bet- 
ween 1977 and 1981. |

This small increase in exports during a most difficult period resulted in Canada’s share of 
world trade increasing to 3.7% in 1982, continuing the improvement from the low point of 3.2% 
in 1980, and marginally higher than the average for the period since 1974. Prior to 1974 this coun- 
try obtained a larger share of world trade, with a maximum of 5.2% recorded in 1968, but with 
the tenfold increase in oil prices since that time the share of world trade taken by the major oil 
exporting countries has increased significantly, with a corresponding reduction in the share available 
to other countries, including Canada. 


During 1982, the value of Canadian exports to the United States rose by 3%, reflecting strong 
sales in automotive products. However, non-automotive exports to the U.S. were down by 4%. 
In addition, sales to other nations performed poorly. Canadian exports declined by 16% to Western 
Europe, to Central and South Africa by 20%, and to the rest of Africa by 6.5%. Only to Eastern 
Europe, the Middle East and Asia were sales higher, but these markets only account for 15% of 
Canadian sales abroad. 


Although exports increased by very little in 1982, there was a substantial improvement in 
the nation’s balance of trade. Because Canada’s recession was significantly more severe than that 
of most other industrial countries, our imports fell by 15% last year. As a consequence our overall 
merchandise trade surplus rose from $7.4 billion in 1981 to $18.3 billion in 1982. This was more 
than twice the previous record of $8.8 billion achieved in 1980, and more than three times the average 


of the preceding five years. 


While clearly this improvement in the net balance of trade has helped mitigate some of the 
distress incurred by the recession, from a trade point of view, it was achieved for the wrong reasons. 


Preliminary trade figures for the first six months of 1983 are somewhat more encouraging, 
although some concerns remain. Exports rose by a modest 2.7%, which outpaced the 0.5% in- 
crease in imports and yielded a further improvement in the trade surplus. 


Exports of fully manufactured products increased more than other exports in 1983. Sales 
abroad in this category rose by 12% to $28.4 billion. However this reflects automotive exports 
to the U.S. which rose substantially, reflecting the increase in U.S. demand for larger cars, many 
of which are produced in Canadian plants. Excluding automotive sales to the U.S., Canadian ex- 
ports of fully manufactured products in 1982 declined by 5%. 


Canada’s export performance during the past eighteen months has clearly been adversely 
affected by the world-wide recession. This problem, however, has been compounded by a realign- 
ment in world currencies that has not been advantageous to Canadian firms attempting to sell in 
world markets. 


An appreciating currency causes significant problems for exporters. The Canadian dollar 
has maintained its value in terms of the U.S. dollar during the past year, but the U.S. dollar has 
appreciated substantially against most other currencies during this period producing a similar ap- 
preciation for the Canadian dollar. The result has been a major shift in the value of trade by 
geographic area, with sales increasing to the U.S., and declining to Japan, the U.K. and other EEC 
countries. 


Excluding the U.S., exports for the first six months of this year are down by 13.6% com- 
pared to the same period last year. 


The problems caused by the appreciation of the Canadian dollar have been further com- 
pounded by this country’s higher inflation rate compared to most other industrialized economies 
(EEC and Japan, but excluding the U.S.). Ona trade weighted basis, against this group, the Cana- 
dian dollar has risen by 11.2% during the past two years while our inflation rate has been 6.0% 
higher, for a combined 17.7% decline in overall competitiveness. 


It is apparent that for exporters selling to countries other than the U.S. the Canadian dollar 
is over-valued, and a dedicated, continuing effort by Canadian exporters, strongly supported by 
appropriate government programs, will be needed. Otherwise, once the recovery in the economy 
begins to attract imports in larger volumes, Canada’s overall trade performance will deteriorate. 


ISSUES OF IMPORTANCE TO EXPORTERS 


Among the many topics considered by the Board during the last year, the following were 
considered to have a major potential impact on export trade. 


Tax Measures Affecting Export Business 


The Board recognizes that exports are affected by the level and types of taxes imposed by Canada 
compared with those levied on our major competitors for export markets. 


A preliminary study of this issue, commissioned by the Board, produced evidence that the 
tax system in some other major industrialized countries employ a variety of tax-based incentives 
designed to increase export competitiveness. In view of the importance of the subject, the Board 
concluded that a thorough study should be made by an independent organization. Accordingly 
the Board recommended that the Department of Finance sponsor such a study and Finance Minister 
Lalonde announced his support for this study in his budget of April 19th, 1983. It will be carried 
out by The Advisory Council on International Business Research of The Conference Board of 
Canada. 
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The subject is complex. The initial phase will consist of a detailed examination of a number 
of specific industry sectors. Within each sector the tax treatment of firms in Canada and in a selected 
list of major competing countries will be compared. The first phase is expected to take about 18 
months to complete. The second phase will be devoted to an examination of how sectoral export 
performance would react to changes in the Canadian tax regime. However, this question can be 
answered fully only by examining the Canadian economy as an integrated system, rather than as 
individual sectoral cases. The time required to complete Phase II is difficult to estimate precisely, 
at this point, but it is likely to be in the order of a year. ; 


Once the results of the work by the Conference Board become available, this Board will 
be making policy recommendations designed to overcome any deficiencies that are revealed in the 
Canadian tax system as it bears on our export competitiveness. 


Last year the Board addressed the issue of taxation of earned income abroad by Canadians. 
Changes were recommended to Canada’s overseas employment tax deduction, and the government 
has responded by introducing an appropriate measure in the April 1983 budget. It is proposed 
to replace the current deduction with a tax credit designed to put Canadians working abroad in 
a tax position comparable to that provided by other countries, and so improve the competitive 
position of Canadian companies on international projects. The Board commends the government 
for its prompt response to this recommendation. The government of Quebec has also taken action 
to correct this situation for residents of that province. 


Export Financing 


Board members have devoted considerable time to the major subjects of financing availability for 
exports. The international capital projects market became even more competitive and difficult 
for Canadian suppliers within the last year, compounded by the weak domestic market and the 
appreciation of the Canadian dollar against almost all other currencies except that of the U.S. 


The Export Development Corporation (EDC) operates under the terms set out in the Finan- 
cial Administration Act and is required to break even on its total transactions. It is recognized 
that EDC does an excellent job within the limitations of its mandate. The change from variable 
“‘Financing and Service Charges’’ to a more uniform ‘‘exposure fee’’ has met with general ap- 
proval in principle, although there is some dissatisfaction with the level of the fee. The recently 
announced removal of any recourse to the exporter under EDC’s medium term specific transaction 
guarantees to financial institutions providing financing to the exporter, and simplification of EDC’s 
note purchasing and forfeiting facilities for small transactions, are also welcome developments. 


There is some evidence that other countries provide more support for exports than is the 
case in Canada. While the Board is not in favour of subsidization of domestic industry it feels 
that in export markets the government must be prepared to provide assistance comparable to that 
offered by competing countries. 


In this regard the Board notes with pleasure that the government has agreed to strengthen 
and expand its capacity to respond more quickly and effectively to the needs of the Canadian business 
community in providing competitive financing for exports and projects in the third world coun- 
tries. Another positive step has been the passage by the house of legislation to increase EDC’s 
loan and insurance limits. 


Government Reorganization 


The effect on the services offered to exporters by the amalgamation of the trade respon- 
sibilities of the former Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce with External Affairs has 
been monitored closely during the last year. While the final effect is still unclear, and will be in- 
fluenced by the recent reorganization within External Affairs, it appears that a serious decrease 
in service has not occurred. There remains high praise for overseas posts and for government sup- 
port on specific projects. 


The Board views as positive the recent organizational changes within the Department of 
External Affairs to concentrate responsibility for all geographically-focused policies and programs 
in five new geographic branches. It welcomes the recent appointment, both at home and abroad, 
of senior officers with substantial trade experience. 


The Board is of the view that the government’s trade performance not the reorganization 
should be the major concern. Nevertheless, there is concern, for example, that trade policy and 
trade relations may be emphasized at the expense of trade promotion. One of Canada’s exporting 
strengths has been the high level of expertise and support provided by our Trade Commissioners, 
and the country would suffer a major cost if this was lost. 


Another substantial concern is that the separation of industry sector expertise in DRIE from 
the units in External Affairs responsible for trade development will decrease the flow of market 
intelligence as well as information on bid opportunities and sourcing capabilities. The Board em- 
phasizes the importance of the working relationship of the two departments to ensure information 
is exchanged. 


Aid Trade Relationships 


Following the recommendations made by the Board last year concerning a number of im- 
portant issues relating to C.I.D.A. policies, the Government has responded by agreeing that C.I.D.A. 
should continue to expand its knowledge of the expertise and competence of Canadian firms with 
international experience and service capability and that firms should be encouraged to register their 
interest with C.I.D.A. Already steps have been taken by C.I.D.A. in collaboration with the Cana- 
dian Export Association (CEA) to make available to its members, a statement of C.I.D.A. reci- 
pient countries and major sectors in which it is focusing its programs. 


The Government also confirmed its intentions to continue to increase the bilateral program, 
with aid substantially tied to Canadian goods and services. 


The Government also intends to review the matter of Canadian participation in the staffing 
of the multilateral development banks as part of the broader question of how our exporters can 
increase their share of projects funded by these organizations. 


Counter-Trade 


During recent years the practice of counter-trade has developed from a rare occurrence to a relatively 
common requirement. Although the exporter would prefer to deal in hard currency, the realities 
of the market place require him to become familiar with the complexities and hazards of this 
sophisticated trading mechanism. For all but the largest organizations expert assistance will be 
required, at least in initial counter-trade situations. 


The Board recognizes that the needs of the Canadian exporter may change as he develops 
expertise in counter-trade, and has recommended that a Counter-Trade Information Centre (CTIC) 
be established under the auspices of the Canadian Export Association and with the support of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association. It is also recommended that the CTIC be headed by an 
officer from External Affairs experienced in this field. It is envisaged that the CTIC would operate 
for an initial period of two years, after which time an assessment would be made of its future role 
and the need for ongoing government involvement. 


The Board also recognizes that under current regulations the Canadian banks cannot com- 
pete equally with the financial institutions of our export competitors. It believes that considera- 
tion should be given to necessary changes to allow Canadian banks to provide a complete range 
of trade financing services to their clients. 


Canagrex 


The Board was concerned by the proposal to establish a Canadian agricultural export cor- 
poration, and members were particularly opposed to the apparent wide authority, contemplated 
in the legislation, to allow Canagrex to operate as a trading entity. Instead, the Board supported 
the position taken by the Canadian Export Association and sixteen other trade, co-operative and 
consumer associations that called for an immediate conference of all interested parties to establish 
a broader consensus on measures to enhance Canada’s exports of agriculture and food products. 


The government chose instead to proceed with the legislation, and the Board recommended 
limitations on the funding of Canagrex and restrictions on the activities that it would undertake. 
Members were of the opinion that the new corporation should be constrained from becoming in- 
volved in areas where the private sector is already operating effectively, but rather should concen- 
trate on filling any existing gaps in support of agricultural marketing. 


The proposed initial budget and staffing for Canagrex is in line with the Board’s recom- 
mendations. Evaluations of Canagrex’s progress in filling the target role will be conducted by the 
Board from time to time. 


Trade Policy 


The question of trade policy was given considerable attention during the year in order to 
assist the Government in its review of this subject. It was felt that a strong, efficient domestic 
economy is a prerequisite for increased exports, and that domestic policies should be directed towards 
the development of healthy industries based on natural advantage, and not dependent on protec- 
tion or special support for long term viability. Industrial and trade policies should be designed 
to reinforce natural selective forces by rewarding efficient, successful companies rather than sup- 
porting unsuccessful ones. Policies should be based on overall principles and should avoid to the 
greatest extent possible the need for bureaucratic pre-judgments as to which sector, industry or 
company is likely to be successful. (Example: to ensure that Canadian companies are not disad- 
vantaged from a tax standpoint when compared to companies in competing countries, and to en- 
sure that competitive export financing is available)Over time, preferred sectors, industries and com- 
panies will change as the external environment changes, and rigid programmes based on previous 
conditions should be avoided. 


The Board was encouraged by the content of the GATT Ministerial Declaration, and by 
the subsequent declaration from the Williamsburg Economic Summit ‘‘to halt the trade protec- 
tionism and reverse it by dismantling trade barriers as economic recovery proceeds; to pursue cur- 
rent work programs in the GATT and resolve trade problems; and to emphasize trade liberaliza- 
tion with and among developing countries’’, and looks forward to governmental actions designed 
to accomplish these commendable goals. 


Productivity 


During the last ten years the rate of manufacturing productivity growth in Canada has been 
lower than in the United States and the United Kingdom and substantially lower than in Japan, 
France and Germany. It is estimated that Canadian output per man hour is now measurably lower 
than in the United States. This deterioration of Canada’s productivity performance is a matter 
of concern to the Board. 


While part of this poor performance can be identified with recent weak economic condi- 
tions in this country, and a slow growth in capital employed per worker, the underlying causes 
are varied and complex. It is clear that capital and labour must be used more effectively and new 
technology applied more promptly, and that existing constraints that hamper achievement of these 
goals must be eliminated. 


The Board considers productivity to be a key to international competitiveness, and accor- 
dingly endorses the government’s proposal to establish a national centre to promote higher pro- 
ductivity and employment growth. It recommended that a joint committee of labour and manage- 
ment representatives be set up to determine the detailed functions of this centre, and the Board 
is pleased to note the recent establishment of such a committee. 


Export Rail Rates 


A large proportion of this country’s commodity exports must be moved long distance by 
rail to the port of exit. With large volume, relatively low value materials, distribution costs can 
represent a substantial proportion of the selling price at the port. Consequently members were 
concerned that when rail rate increases on domestic and imported materials were limited by the 
“6 and 5’’ restraint programme, there was a risk that export rates might be increased dispropor- 
tionately by the railways in order to make up the shortfall in revenue. In order to prevent such 
occurrences the Board recommended that railways be prevented from recovering any losses on 
domestic rates by raising export rates more than were justified by cost increases applying to such 
export rates. Members were gratified by the subsequent government action to bring export rail 
rates within the ‘‘6 and 5’’ restraint programme. 


Discussion also took place regarding proposed changes to the legislation governing rail rates 
for grain. The Board endorses the proposed changes in the Crow Rate, on the basis that the railways 
should be enabled to recover their cost of shipping grain, both in order to avoid cross-subsidization 
by shippers of other commodities and to provide the railways with sufficient funds to enable them 
to expand the rail system to handle future increases in the volume of export materials. The Board 
took no position on the means whereby the railways should be compensated for grain movements, 
believing that this question should be resolved by discussion between the interested parties. 


Raising Awareness of Exports in Canada 


Since its formation the Board has been concerned with the need to raise public and business 
awareness of the importance of exports to the Canadian economy. An initial step was to endorse 
an export awards programme aimed at recognizing outstanding export achievement. This pro- 
gramme was formally announced in October 1982 by the Hon. Ed Lumley as his last official act 
as Minister for International Trade. The purpose of the awards is to publicize the positive and 
substantial contributions that exports make to the Canadian economy. A committee of distinguished 
Canadians has been established to recommend candidates from firms nominated or applying for 
the awards. The first awards are expected to be presented at the Canadian Export Association 
Annual Meeting in October 1983. 


Another initiative which has been wholeheartedly endorsed by the Board is the designation 
of October as Canada Export Month with activities planned across the country to highlight the 
importance of exports to the economy and to all Canadians. Members have accepted speaking 
engagements to support this objective, and federal and provincial agencies and departments and 
many private sector organizations are actively involved in events associated with Export Trade 
Month. 


Provincial Concerns 


During the year under review the Board received presentations from representatives of the 
governments of Manitoba, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Alberta, at the meetings held in those 
provinces. When taken together with views expressed by other provinces during the previous year, 
a number of themes concerning exports emerge. 


Improved commercial relations with the United States are considered of great importance. 
The impact of domestic policies on export trade needs greater examination by both provincial and 
federal governments before introducing changes. Export financing facilities need to be improv- 
ed. Greater efforts are required to improve Canadian competiveness in export markets. Stronger 
federal-provincial co-operation to develop and implement more effective marketing strategies is 
advocated by all provinces. The mechanisms for federal-provincial consultation and co-operattion 
must be expanded and strengthened. 


Most of these subjects have already been given some attention by the Board, and they will 
continue to be priority items. It is clear that provincial governments are showing an increasing 
interest in trade matters, and on a number of occasions have demonstrated their readiness to sup- 
port exporters in cases where federal government support was perceived to be deficient. While 
this recognition of the importance of exports is encouraging, there is a danger that duplication 
and fragmentation of export services could result. Close attention by the federal government to 
regional requirements and close communications with the provinces will be required to prevent 
such duplication that could lead to increased costs and reduced effectiveness of export program- 
mes. Provincial programmes should complement federal programmes and there are some recent 
indications of improved relationships regarding trade matters between the two levels of govern- 
ment which should assist the situation. 


FUTURE ACTIVITIES 


During its first two years of operation the Board has operated, deliberately, in a reactive 
role. This method of operation was selected because there was a backlog of subjects waiting to 
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be examined. This backlog has now been largely dealt with, and while there will continue to be 
some need for a reactive role as situations arise unexpectedly requiring attention, the Board will, 
in future, have more time to devote to subjects of its own choosing. Priority will be given to develop- 
ing suggested policy and programme changes, monitoring government policies, programmes and 
structures and acting as a sounding board for ministers. 


Some changes are also planned in the frequency and location of meetings. In order to max- 
imize their effectiveness, members have decided to reduce the total number of meetings to five 
each year, while increasing the duration. Two day meetings will be held annually in the West and 
in the East, with the remaining meetings taking place in a central location. 


Some of the subjects discussed in this report will remain continuing items, and sub-committees 
have been in place for some time covering the important areas of taxation, financing and the 
trade/aid interface. Other major subjects that will also become ongoing areas of study include 
competitors strategies and programmes, export awareness and education, and trade in services. 


The Board continues to seek input from all interested parties on these and any other export 
related subjects. Presentations made by industry groups, provincial governments and others dur- 
ing the last year are listed in Appendix III. Such presentations provide a valuable opportunity 
for the interchange of information and opinions, and members look forward to a continuation 
of this process during the coming year.

v)improvements in the co-ordination and coherence of government-wide export develop- 
ment objectives and activities; and 


vi)the allocation of export development resources.
